They lur k in the dar k cor ­ 
ner s of thousands of tenement houses 
suffer ing fr om hunger , and they ar e 
danger ous to human health, for many 
have diphther ia or consumption and 
other human diseases, so they might 
help to spr ead choler a ger ms.”

When the basket is full 
of squir ming, wr iggling and cater ­ 
wauling avenue and tr amp cats I 
spr ay a few dr ops of chlor ofor m fr om 
an atomizer into the basket thr ough 
an aper tur e, and in about five minutes 
hoy ar e dead.
